Plans have been revealed to transform 
the disused Horton Chapel into an arts 
and culture centre for Epsom. 

Once part of the largest concentra¬ 
tion of mental hospitals in the world, 
the Grade II listed building in Living¬ 
ston Park has been vacant for at least 20 
years and is in poor condition as a result 
of neglect and vandalism. 

Ian Reeves, chairman of Horton 


Chapel Arts & Heritage Society, said: 
“We’re very pleased that we have been 
able to develop plans that allow flexible 
use of Horton Chapel’s incredible space 
while retaining and enhancing its herit¬ 
age features.” 

It is hoped the chapel will be turned 
into a cultural hub, including a perfor¬ 
mance space, cafe and space to hire by 
local groups for rehearsals and teaching 
spaces. Activities would include perfor¬ 
mances, screenings, exhibitions, hands- 
on sessions and other events. 

The proposals also include a perma¬ 
nent exhibition about the impact the 
hospital cluster, formed at the begin¬ 


ning of the twentieth century, had on 
the area. 

Mr Reeves said: “We believe our ar¬ 
chitect, Crane & Associates, has struck 
an exciting balance between historic 
and contemporary - for example pre¬ 
serving the ornate tiled Victorian 
floors, decorated organ pipes and bar¬ 
rel-vaulted ceilings, but future-proofing 
the building for digital connectivity that 
is so important for a successful creative 
and cultural centre. We believe the reno¬ 
vated building will offer great opportu¬ 
nities for the whole community.” 

These plans are the latest in a long se¬ 
ries of proposals for the chapel, which 


is owned by Epsom and Ewell Council. 

Horton Chapel Arts & Heritage So¬ 
ciety has benefited from a £10,000 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
a £25,000 grant from the Architectural 
Heritage Fund, and recently a £15,000 
grant from Power to Change. 

The latest grant will pay for expert 
reports, design services and technical 
specifications that will enable the listed 
building to be renovated. Mr Reeves 
said the new grant was “further recog¬ 
nition of the huge potential for Horton 
Chapel”. The planning application has 
been made to the council, and a decision 
is expected by February 8.

Epsom and St Helier hospitals are re¬ 
scheduling patient operations and proce¬ 
dures because of ‘sustained and unprec¬ 
edented pressure’ on its services. 

It comes as Prime Minister Theresa 
May apologised yesterday (January 4) 
for delays to operations and hospital ad¬ 
missions over the winter months. 

Now the trust has admitted further 
steps have been taken. 

Chief executive Daniel Elkeles said: 
“We can confirm that, following a period 
of sustained and unprecedented pres¬ 
sure on our services, and in line with 
guidance from NHS England, we have 
taken the difficult decision to reschedule 
some non-emergency procedures. 

“We recognise that this may be disrup¬ 
tive for a number of our patients, and I 
would like to apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience this has caused. 

“However, I would like to reassure our 
patients that the vast majority of non¬ 
emergency procedures will go ahead as 
usual - on an average weekday we see 
170 patients for this type of admission, 
and 140 will continue to be admitted 
each day. 

“This isn’t a step we have taken lightly, 
but by doing so, we give ourselves more 
time and space to care for patients who 
are in a critical condition, and who need 
emergency care. 

The hospital trust recently urged peo¬ 
ple to only visit its A&E departments 
in ‘genuine emergencies’ as its depart¬ 


ments are currently ‘extremely busy’. 

An Epsom and St Helier spokes¬ 
woman confirmed that more than 30 
elective, non-emergency procedures 
have been cancelled in one day alone 
already, however 140 have also taken 
place and this does not include emer¬ 
gency procedures such as heart opera¬ 
tions. 

Siobhain McDonagh MP, Labour 
member for Mitcham and Morden, 
said in a tweet: “.@epsom_sthelier 
cancelling 30 operations EVERY 
day between now & end of January! 
#NHSCrisis is a personal crisis for 
100’s [sic] of people.” 

Mr Elkeles added: “This is a par¬ 
ticular priority at the moment, as we 
are seeing a high number of very sick 
patients. More than 500 people are at¬ 
tending our A&E departments every 
day, and there has been a significant 
increase in the number of critically 
unwell patients we are seeing - in fact, 
there has been a 20 percent increase in 
the number of people who need to be 
admitted to the resuscitation area of 
our A&E departments, where the very 
sickest patients need treatment. 

“In addition, approximately 100 peo¬ 
ple per day are being admitted to hos¬ 
pital as emergency inpatients. 

“This is a significant surge in de¬ 
mand, and I would like to thank our 
patients for their understanding dur¬ 
ing this time. 

“I would also like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to publicly thank our staff, who 
are working extraordinarily hard in 
challenging circumstances.”

People are outraged that the Coulsdon 
Community Centre could be turned into 
homes. 

Croydon Council’s development com¬ 
pany Brick by Brick has proposed that 
the community centre be demolished and 
replaced by 17 houses and 16 flats. 

Coulsdon West Councillor Mario 
Creatura said there was “no compelling 
case” to spend money relocating the cen¬ 
tre. 

“It is fine where it is and has served its 
community very well under its current 
management committee,” he said. 

“As the new proposed development is 
up hill from existing properties there is 
fear from the many residents who have 
contact me that they will be able to look 
down directly into bedrooms and bath¬ 
rooms of existing properties, seriously 
affecting privacy and security.” 

At the moment, the community cen¬ 
tre theatre is currently used for theatre 
rehearsals and productions, exercise 
classes and a nursery that operate from 
the building, among other things. 

The councillor isn’t the only one upset 
by the proposal either. 

In a statement posted on the commu¬ 
nity centre’s website, Richard Lloyd was 
doubtful that moving the centre to the old 
Smitham Junior School (former CALAT 
Centre) site would benefit the community 

“Now there may be certain advantages 
to this proposal, including new, improved 
facilities and more space, or there may 
not,” Mr Lloyd wrote “We’re engaging 
with the council, their development com-

pany and the architects, to consider 
all the options, and to make sure that 
any scheme that does go forward (and 
there’s no guarantee it will) meets the 
needs of all our many user groups and 
the wider community. 

“If - and it’s a big if - we feel we can 
reach an accommodation on a scheme 
and a deal which we feel able to recom¬ 
mend to our users, then we’ll make sure 
everybody knows about it and is happy 
with it. 

“If we can’t, then we will vigorously 
defend our right to stay exactly where 
we are, and to continue operating very 
successfully as we have been for many 
years.” 

The community centre building dates 
back to 1935 and is let by Croydon Coun¬ 
cil to Coulsdon Community Centre.

Boy and mum 
hurt in collapse

A four-year-old boy and his 
mother were injured by fall¬ 
ing rubble when part of a wall 
collapsed in Church Street, in 
the centre of Epsom. 

Another man received mi¬ 
nor leg injuries. 

Police, ambulance crews 
and firefighters all attended 
the scene at 12.50pm last 
Thursday (January 4) to re¬ 
ports of fallen masonry. 

Sandy Mills, a Bupa care 
worker, was driving along 
Church Street at the time, and 
helped the woman out of the 
rubble. 

She said: “Some people had 
managed to get the boy out, 
but they had left the woman 
there. I had to get her out, be¬ 
cause the whole thing might 
have come down on her. 

“The boy was bleeding from 
the back of his head, so I had 
to put pressure on it. The 
woman was screaming for 
someone to help her son.” 

Epsom Guardian reader 
Benedikt said: “Both the

mother and child, and my¬ 
self and my wife, were nearly 
killed today. 

“Only a few seconds sepa¬ 
rated our walk past the build¬ 
ing from the falling masonry 
which could have killed us.” 

Ms Mills said: “It all seemed 
to happen in slow motion. 
If I had been a bit further 
forward, it might have come 
down on my car.” 

Speaking about her actions, 
she said: “In that situation 
you just want to help. It’s not 
something I’ll ever forget.” 

The pair were taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
the boy with head injuries 
and his mother with injuries 


to her upper and lower arm, 
but a South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman said 
the injuries are not believed 
to be life-changing. 

Twitter user GFWilliams 
said: “I heard it, was a very 
loud bang. 

“There were two people in 
the rubble as I looked down 
seconds after, they moved out 
of the rubble quickly as peo¬ 
ple assisted them. 

“Emergency servic¬ 

es arrived incredibly 
quickly.” 

Surrey Police said the road 
was closed between the junc¬ 
tions with Dulshott Green 
and Upper High Street while 
emergency services and coun¬ 
cil building inspectors carry 
out their work. 

The road remained closed 
until January 10. 

It is not clear at this stage 
what caused the falling rub¬ 
ble. 

A Surrey Fire and Rescue 
Service spokesman said: “We 
received a call at around 
12.50pm to Church Street, Ep¬ 
som. Part of a building has 
collapsed, and three fire en¬ 
gines and an aerial ladder are 
currently on the scene.”

Why does the Hospital allow 
this overnight money grabbing 
exercise to take place? It is bad 
enough through the day, but 
through the night, and in 
Emergency circumstances?

Paying the price of rising insurance premiums 


Still counting the cost of Christ¬ 
mas? I was in this ‘batten down 
the hatches’ frame of mind when 
I received renewal notices for my 
both my buildings and contents 
insurance. 

Even my dodgy, distant mem¬ 
ory, ‘O’ Level maths was enough 
to work out I was being hit with a 
21.8 per cent increase and 27.5 
per cent increase respectively - 
despite there being no claims or 
any change in my circumstances.

I felt duty bound to ask why we 
have to go through this rigmarole 
every time. But, both he and I 
know why. 

Firstly, Lloyds knows not eve¬ 
ryone will check their figures - in 
which case they go on banging 
out 25 per cent increases each 
year. Who wouldn’t get away with 
this if they could? But, and this is 
the more subtle second win-win 
for the bank. 

They send you your insurance 
quote with a massive increase 


so when you ring up they can 
immediately knock it back down 
to about the figure you were 
charged last year. 

However, you’re so pleased at 
achieving a 25 per cent ‘sav¬ 
ing’ you sign on the dotted line 
without checking if there’s a 
better price. So, this year I asked 
if there was anything further to 
be had? 

The phone operator admitted: 
“There not so much these days 
but a few years ago there was 
stacks.” Apparently the problem 
was some phone operators were 
stingier than others and Lloyds 
felt this wasn’t fair so they took 
away any discretion. Anyway, my 
advice is check your insurance 
premiums. 

And, while I’m on the subject, 


the French coach driver took my 
wing mirror off last May finally 
paid up. As a result I can assure 
all drivers it doesn’t make a jot of 
difference whether an accident 
is your fault or not, your premium 
will increase anyway.

THREE BILLBOARDS OUTSIDE EBBING, MISSOURI 

(15): Hell hath no fury like a grief-stricken mother scorned 
in London-born writer-director Martin McDonagh’s black¬ 
ly comic thriller, which pits one vigilante parent against 
her local police force in a fictional midwestern town. Im¬ 
peccably scripted and blessed with a blistering lead per¬ 
formance from Frances McDormand, Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri is a near perfect film in the right 
place at the right time. McDonagh’s explosive morality 
tale is fuelled by the righteous anger of a spirited woman, 
who believes her concerns are being ignored by men in 
power and will not rest until all lines of inquiry has been 
exhausted in the pursuit of justice. Her rebel yell sparks 
sickening violence that may divide audiences, including 
one scene in a dentist’s surgery that leaves jaws truly 
dropped, but brutality always serves the lean, muscular 
narrative. McDonagh directs with an assured hand, deftly 
juggling the ticking time bombs of ghoulish comedy and 
heartrending tragedy. 

DARKEST HOUR (PG): The 27 tumultuous days which 
led to Winston Churchill’s impassioned cry for the Brit¬ 
ish to fight on the beaches and in the streets in 1940, is 
elegantly dramatised in Joe Wright’s handsomely crafted 
character study, Darkest Hour. Based on a script by An¬ 
thony McCarten, who was Oscar nominated for The The¬ 
ory Of Everything, this timely account of political hubris 
during blood-soaked conflict is distinguished by a tour- 
de-force performance from Gary Oldman. Concealed 
behind layers of flawless make-up and latex, the London- 
born actor surely has one hand on an Academy Award 
for his mesmerising embodiment of the rotund statesman, 
who bore the weight of responsibility for evacuating more 
than 300,000 Allied soldiers from the beaches of Dunkirk. 
Oldman delivers Churchill’s public addresses with lip¬ 
smacking relish but it’s in the film’s quieter moments, 
when the politician stares into the hollowed eyes of self¬ 
doubt, that his performance delivers knockout blows. 
Kristin Scott Thomas and Ben Mendelsohn offer sterling 
support, the latter tugging heartstrings in a softly played 
final scene in which King George VI counsels Churchill: 
“Go to the people. Let them instruct you.” 

HOSTILES (15): Retribution and regret are saddle-sore 


travelling companions in writer-director Scott Cooper’s 
gritty western, set during the final years of the blood¬ 
thirsty war between the United States Army and Native 
Americans. Hostiles cocks its pistol towards political 
correctness by apportioning blame for the slaughter to 
both sides of the conflict. Cooper’s script isn’t inclined 
to rigorously debate moral ambiguities and characters 
sometimes enforce racial and tribal stereotypes for the 
sake of dramatic expediency. However, boundaries 
between conventional heroes and villains are intrigu- 
ingly blurred, and justice is seldom granted to battle- 
scarred characters as they endure “the Lord’s rough 
ways”. Christian Bale delivers a blistering performance 
as a world-weary army captain, whose humanity is 
revitalised by an unexpected encounter with the sole sur¬ 
vivor of a Comanche attack (Rosamund Pike). The on¬ 
screen pairing of the two British actors elevates Cooper’s 
film. 

ALL THE MONEY IN THE WORLD (15): Based on one 
version of events surrounding the 1963 kidnapping of 
16-year-old John Paul Getty III, Ridley Scott’s propulsive 
thriller sustains dramatic tension with aplomb as David 
Scarpa’s script ricochets between the gang holding the 
boy hostage and the dysfunctional Getty family. Michelle 
Williams teases out the steely resolve of the young Getty’s 
mother, who married into wealth and has to rely on the 
benevolence of others to save her son (Charlie Plum¬ 
mer). “You have to give me some time here, I’m fighting 
an empire,” she pleads to one kidnapper (Romain Duris). 
Oil tycoon J Paul Getty (Christopher Plummer) refuses to 
plunder a single cent from his billion-dollar empire, coldly 
arguing that if he paid a ransom for one grandchild he 
would set a costly precedent. Instead, he hires former 
CIA agent and security consultant Fletcher Chace (Mark 
Wahlberg) to rescue the boy. 

BRAD’S STATUS (15): There’s no pleasing some peo¬ 
ple. The central character of Brad’s Status is a narcissist 
and neurotic, whose deep-seated feelings of inadequacy 
are exacerbated by the picture-perfect, lavish lifestyles of 
the people he once knew. Played with sufficient warmth 
by Ben Stiller to retain our empathy if not our sympathy, 
the eponymous grouch is repeatedly reminded of the true 


riches in his miserablist existence: his adoring wife (Jen¬ 
na Fischer) and child (Austin Abrams). Brad’s Status is a 
well observed portrait of middle-age malaise, galvanised 
by the on-screen chemistry between Stiller and Abrams. 
Their scenes together have a natural tension and awk¬ 
wardness that rings true. 

THE GREATEST SHOWMAN (PG): Roll up and rock out 
for director Michael Gracey’s hyperkinetic, foot-stomping 
musical based on the topsy-turvy life of circus impresario 
and master of shameless self-promotion Phineas Tay¬ 
lor Barnum (Hugh Jackman). Razzle smooches dazzle 
in every breathlessly choreographed, crowd-pleasing 
frame of this rags-to-riches fairytale set to a wickedly in¬ 
fectious score composed by Benj Pasek and Justin Paul, 
who pirouetted away with Oscars for La La Land. The 
duo should clear the mantelpiece for more golden 
statuettes because their songbook here is a barn¬ 
storming selection of earworms. Unquestionably, the 
script co-written by Jenny Bicks and Bill Condon is 
light on characterisation and polishes the morally ques¬ 
tionable legacy of manipulator PT to a sanitised lustre. 
Somehow, despite manifold failings, Gracey’s picture 


is a joy-infused, whoop-inducing blast of pure pleasure 
that calibrates every swoon of romance and doff of a top 
hat with masterful precision. I was gleefully and giddily 
suckered. 

MOLLY’S GAME (15): Oscar-winning screenwriter Aaron 
Sorkin makes his directorial debut with a slick dramatisa¬ 
tion of the rise and fall of Molly Bloom, who dealt herself 
a winning hand in 2009 as hostess of Hollywood’s most 
exclusive poker game with a 50,000 US dollar stake to 
sit at a table frequented by film stars, directors and busi¬ 
ness titans. The first-time film-maker deals a full house 
of snappy dialogue to his cast, overplaying his hand on 
occasion so Jessica Chastain is forced to deliver screeds 
in voiceover as the title character. Some one-liners zing, 
others are clumsily forced (“I felt I was in a hole, so deep, 
I could go fracking”) but his cast are committed, includ¬ 
ing one showy scene for co-star Idris Elba that makes 
amends for a lack of fireworks during a sluggish first 
hour. Sorkin’s words speak louder than his choices be¬ 
hind the camera and his film is overlong. However, like 
some of the people around Molly’s table, he bluffs his way 
towards a winning position.

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Spotlight turns on 

THE MITFOllDCT 


Heather Long stars in 
Gail Louw’s The Mitfords 


News Shopper caught up with the Bright- 
on-based playwright Gail Louw before her 
latest play The Mitfords embarks on a UK 
tour, and we were keen to learn how she 
goes about choosing a topic on which to 
write a play? 

“It is varied”, explains Gail. “From an 
experience you have yourself, a story you 
might read or hear about, or simply get¬ 
ting your imagination going and conceiving 
characters, experiences, events, dilemmas. 
Or you pick up a book and find all those 
characters and experiences and events 
just waiting for you. And this was the case 
with this play. 

“I was browsing Brighton Library’s bi¬ 
ography section and came across a book 
about the Mitford sisters. I knew about them 
well enough and pounced on the idea. 

“I tend to write about flawed characters; 
they excite me more than black and white 
heroes or villains. And all the sisters could 
certainly be described as people who were 
far from perfect. However, that was what 
made them so interesting. 

“The more I read, the more I realised 
there’s just so much of interest about these 
women. Of all my plays, I don’t think I’ve 
ever enjoyed the process of reading and 
learning about it more than with The Mit¬ 
fords; I’ve found it absolutely fascinating.” 


The six Mitford sisters lived in the 20th 
century. Diana was married to Oswald 
Mosley and a lifelong fascist. Unity was a 
great close friend of Hitler. Jessica was a 
dyed-in-the-wool communist. Deborah be¬ 
came Duchess of Devonshire. Nancy was 
a well-loved novelist. Pamela kept chickens. 
And much of their varied lives were syn¬ 
chronous with major events that defined 
that period. 

With the topic of her next play chosen, 
why did Gail decide the incredible tale of 
these fascinating sisters would be best pre¬ 
sented through the mechanism of a one- 
woman play? 

“So that I would be able to cover all of 
the stories with their diversity and range of 
extreme political and social opinion - the 
sisters were all such big characters in their 
own right. 

“And also that it would be a theatrical 
tour de force! It’s a challenge for one ac¬ 
tress to play multiple characters who all 
sound the same, with very little to distin¬ 
guish them by accent, class or language 
used - but equally, a one-woman play re¬ 
wards you with much more freedom. The 
sisters can interact or talk to themselves; 
they can talk about their own lives and their 
reactions to the others. You can play with 
time and there aren’t any constraints.”

Naturally one of the major themes ex¬ 
plored in The Mitfords is the political is¬ 
sues of the 20th century and just how the 
sisters developed such fiercely opposing 
views when forming their personal ideas 
about humanity, communism, fascism and 
Nazism. 

“Unity and Jessica shared a bedroom 
and they divided that room into fascism 
versus communism: on the one side was 
the swastika and on the other side hung 


the hammer and sickle flag. It was always 
like that from a very young age, and yet 
there was an intense connection between 
the two sisters and a real love, in spite of 
their opposing principles.” 

As we might expect from a story about 
The Mitfords, the play also explores what it 
is like to be a sister, a daughter, a mother 
and - perhaps most intriguingly - a wife. 

“Their relationships are fascinating. All 
of the sisters gave up things for a man: the 


men in their lives were terribly important 
and they all suffered - in their own distinc¬ 
tive ways - for love.” 

And what is it that Gail hopes that au¬ 
diences take away from their evening with 
The Mitfords? 

“I am sure this play will particularly 
appeal to many who are interested in a 
unique, challenging and exciting approach 
to telling the Mitford sisters’ story. I hope 
audiences thoroughly enjoy the theatrically 
of it all and that they find these sisters just 
as fascinating and captivating I do.”

It has been an interesting year for property and 
2018 is looking no different. 

Throughout 2017 politics continued to 
dominate the headlines with the General Election 
in June followed by continued discussions over 
Brexit, all of which loomed over the property 
market. As a result, house prices neither went 
through the roof, nor crashed, and later in the 
year stamp duty for some was abolished in a 
surprise twist of the Budget. 

The latest figures released by the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) show that, in the twelve 
months to October, property prices rose by 4.5 
per cent, and that the average property price in 
the UK now stands at £224,000. 

London showed the lowest rate of growth, 
with prices up 2.1 per cent in a year. It was in 
the English regions where growth was most 
pronounced, with the East Midlands showing 
the highest annual growth, at seven per cent, 
and the South West (6.7 per cent) and East of 
England (6.1 percent) not far behind. 

Hot spots, i.e. areas recording double-digit 
growth in the course of the year to October, 
included Swale in Kent (15.5 per cent) and West 
Somerset (13.4 per cent). Yet in Hartlepool, 
prices fell by 6.1 per cent. 

With Theresa May still Prime Minister, albeit 
as part of a Conservative coalition with the 
DUP, the kind of major shake-up of the housing 
market, promised by Labour, did not materialise. 
The main policy announcement in Philip 
Hammond's Autumn Budget was the abolition 
of stamp duty for first time buyers on properties 
worth less than £300,000. 


Those campaigning for much more drastic cuts in 
stamp duty to revitalise the property market were 
left disappointed. 

The Chancellor's announcement came so late in 
the year that its impact on the property market 
will not become apparent until later in 2018. Many 


first time buyers continue to struggle to get on the 
property ladder and, despite the government's 
welcome commitment to build 300,000 new 
homes a year, experts remain sceptical that the 
homes will actually be built. 

"It is not clear from the measures that the 


Chancellor announced, how it is intended to 
get from the current 217,000 net new homes 
a year to the higher figure," says David 
Jackson, Head of Planning at Savills. Demand 
continues to outstrip supply, and by some 
distance. 

It also remains to be seen what will be the 
effect of the modest rise in interest rates 
announced by the Governor of the Bank 
of England in August. Monthly mortgage 
payments have gone up for homeowners on 
variable rate mortgages, but only by small 
amounts. And, after years of historically 
low interest rates, there seemed to be a 
consensus that the interest rate rise was a 
positive rather than negative move. 

"It is actually good news for the housing 
market," says Guy Gittins, Head of 
Residential Sales at Chestertons. "The knock- 
on effect will most likely be that the value 
of sterling will increase, which should give 
added confidence to overseas buyers looking 
to invest in the UK." 

Whether investor confidence remains high 
in 2018 will to some extent be dictated by 
the progress in the Brexit negotiations. But 
whatever political turbulence lies ahead, 
the UK property market ends the year in 
reasonable shape. 

Yes, there are ongoing challenges with 
supply and for first time buyers and 
homeowners wanting to move, but the 
fundamentals of the market remain sound. 
Most commentators continue to believe that 
bricks and mortar remain an attractive long¬ 
term investment.

ELECTRIC DRIVE 



BACKGROUND: The advantages of 
all-electric cars are well documented, 
but they can be expensive to buy. 
That’s been part of the enduring 
appeal of smart’s fortwo electric drive 
model which, after government grants, 
can be yours for around £16,500. It 
only has two seats though, which for 
some urban folk will be unreasonably 
restrictive. These people may well like 
the idea of being able to get a five- 
door ‘forfour’ version of the same 
carforjust £500 more. Smart is 
banking on that anyway. The brand 
has been offering battery-powered 
models for a decade now and here, 
it’s delivered its most sophisticated 
technology yet. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: 

Around town, this smart’s driving 
characteristics are agile and lively, 
aided by an ultra-small turning 
circle. And on the open road? Well 
how does the thought of 0-60 in 
4.8 seconds grab you? Okay, it’s 
60km/h but, thanks to 160Nmof 
torque in something this light, it’s still 
respectably quick. 0-62mph takes 
11.5s on the way to 81 mph flat out. 

It’s certainly brisk enough to be able to 
sidestep the brake pedal and catapult 
the little forfour off the line. That it 
does so without anything in the way of 
engine noise is even more impressive, 
the merest whirr of the uprated 60kW 
(81 bhp) electric motor accompanying 
a scarcely perceptible whine from 


the one-speed transmission. It’s all 
very serene and makes city driving 
rather stress free. On the highway, 
you can theoretically reach an 81 mph 
maximum, but this does rather chew 
the battery’s range which, when driven 
a bit more sedately, can be eked out 
to up to 100 miles. An indicator on 
the dashboard lets you know how 
efficiently you’re driving. Needless 
to say, you’ll be tempted to gun it 
everywhere. It’s too much fun not to. 
With all ofthe batteries mounted in 
the sandwich floor, the forfour electric 
drive has an admirably low centre of 
gravity and probably corners better 
than its petrol sibling. The lithium-ion 
battery’s underfloor position is both 
thermally stable and good for crash 
protection. 

DESIGN: No practical compromises 
have been made with this forfour 
model to incorporate the electric drive 
layout, so the recipe is much s it would 
be in the standard car. It really does 
look like a smart fortwo that’s been 
photoshopped into something longer 
and shares the smaller car’s pug-like 
front end and the hallmark tridion 
safety cell. There’s a lot of shape in the 
flanks, from the swage lines near the 
door handles to the almost Volvo-like 
shoulder line that’s most apparent as it 
melds into the rear light cluster. Look 
down and there’s a genuine concavity 
to the lower door panels, smart going a 
bit further than sticking a curved detail 


on there as you’d get on a Renault Clio 
or Captur. The cabin features as many 
quirky touches as you can stomach 
and it’s good to see smart pushing the 
boat out a bit with colours and textures, 
including atechnical mesh finish. At 
the price charged, this should be a car 
that feels premium and different to the 


usual citycar norm. It’s still not huge 
inside, and the boot measures a 
mean 180-litres. The good news 
is that the rear doors open to 85 
degrees (which makes getting in the 
back simple) and the rear seats fold 
completely flat, offering up to 975-litres 
of space. 


MARKET AND MODEL: 

This smart electric drive model 
costs around £17,000, once the 
government’s generous £4,500 Plug¬ 
in car grant is taken into account. 
That’s £500 than the equivalent 
version ofthe two-seat smart fortwo. 
This pricing puts this smart against 


tough competition. An all-electric 
Renault ZOE would cost around the 
same but it wouldn’t be as small 
and nippy as this forfour. With the 
“smart control” app that comes 
with the car, lots of electric drive 
information can be accessed via 
smartphone, tablet or PC and 
functions such as pre-entry climate 
control or intelligent charging can be 
conveniently controlled remotely. 

This improved model has more 
operating options than its 
predecessor. For example, two 
programmable departure times mean 
that intelligent charging and pre-entry 
climate control do not always need 
to be re-set for frequent journeys. 
Options include a ‘winter package’ 
with a heated steering wheel and 
the ‘electric drive design’ package 
that gives the vehicle an expressive 
look with tridion safety cell and door 
mirror caps painted in exclusive 
electric green. There’s also the smart 
BRABUS tailor made individualisation 
programme for more bespoke wishes. 
Were I a purchaser, I’d want to talk 
to my smart retailer about the cost of 
adding a wall charging box at home to 
decrease the total charging time 
from seven to six hours. Or if I had a 
work-based or publically-accessible 
fast-charging point in my vicinity, I 
might even want to consider paying 
for the optional 22KW on-board 
charger that charges in just 45 
minutes.
